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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

The inventions listed as Groups l-IV do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Where a group of 
inventions is claimed in an application, the requirement of unity of invention shall be 
fulfilled only when there is a special technical relationship among those inventions 
involving one or more of the same corresponding technical features which define a 
contribution over the prior art. See 37 CFR 1 .475. The special technical feature of the 
present invention -an ink comprising a water-miscible organic solvent, a dye and a 
compound of formula (A)- does not define a contribution over the prior art, as is 
revealed by any of the patents to Mitsubishi (JP 2003-220758), Konica (JP 2003- 
266663) or Fuji (JP 2003-238863) which were cited against composition claims 1-4 in 
applicants' PCT application.
